Building. 


A STROLL IN CENTRAL PARK. 


The Display of Tropical Birds in the 
Musuém of Natural History. 


Special Correspondence to the Constitution. 

New York, May 6.—To a lover of fine arch- 
itecture the Equitable Life Insarance building 
presents many attractions. It is an immense 
gray stone structure, taking up in length and 
breadth an entire block, is ten stories high, 
contains ten elevators, twenty-two pneumatic 
tubes and eighty-six miles of electric wire. 
The walls and stairways are of marble, each 
flight of stairs, corridor and office being differ- 
cntin design and finisi, yet forming, as @ 
whole, one of the most tasteful and elegant 
buildings ever erected. There is no gaudi+ 
ness or sham display anywhere. The floor of 
the main corridor is of white and gray mar- 
bie, the walls are from French marble and the 
ceiling is composed entirely of stained glass, 
subdued in tone and giving a rough jewel-like 
effect. At the end of this corridor is a beauti 
ful Mosaic picture composed of five figures—a 
woman with outstretched hands lying on the, 
shoulders of two boys at her knees, and two 
young warriors standing on either side. The 
motto beneath is ‘‘Guard the Defenseless,”’ 
and the whole work is as soft and tender in 
tone asa fine painting. One especially bean- 
tiful stairway is composed of brown French 
marble with heavy carved banisters of Algeri- 
an onyx;the walls beside this stairway are 
formed of large panels of red, meridian, brown 
French and gray cloud marble. All the wood 
work in the building is oak ornamented with 
the most delicate bas relief carving and the 
banking and insurance offices are finished in 
marble, onyx, old oak and brass carving ; the 
windows of the offices and corridors are formed 
of tiny bits of white and opal broken glass 
soddered in just as they fall from the blocks. 


The directors’ new room is the handsomest pri- 


vate office in the building. Thecream ground 
ceiling has‘delicate arabesque in blue, gold and 
silver, and the blue and gold walls are finished 
with a narrow, carom oak frieze. The carved 
moak mante] juts out three feet in the room, 
and has repousie bronze round the open fire 
place, with its hugh brass andirons, with tiled 
hearth and quaintly carved fenders. The 
cafe lavarin, a ladies’ cafe in this building, 
far surpasses Delmonico’s in the beauty and 
daintiness that appeals to the mental and di- 
gestive nature of man. The walls are lined 
with oval and pannel-shaped glasses, the latter 
being overhung with gold and silver candel- 
abras; the ceiling is frescoed in blue, silver 
anid gold and the chandeliers are a glittering 
ice-like mass of irridescent glass. The dining- 
chairs are cherry wood, upholstered in biue 
and gold damask; the cafpet is blue and gold, 
also the raw silk Chinese curtains. The 
waiters are blue and gold and the pieces such 
a deep blue asto turn a poor man blue fora 
lifetime. The table service is solid silver, 
French china and cut glass. It issaid that this 
insurance building cost $5,000,000. I have only 
had time to mention one or two especial things 
about it.

This first room is filled with many curiosities 
from abroad in the way of tapestries, em- 
broidered altar pieces, carvings and bric-a-brac.

Come into the next apartment,’’ he said, lead- 
ing the way to astill more beautiful room, 
“and 1’]] show you an Indian head-dress two 
yards long and bristling with feathers contain- 
ing a scalp lock in every bunch.” 

It was a gorgeous, horrible looking thing and 
thero were at least a hundred locks upon it, 
and some were curly and golden, as if just cut 
from the head of a child. 

The floors of this beautiful apartment are of 
polished oak; the skylight ceiling is hung 
with antique lamps and lanterns, and the 
yalls on three sidcs are hung with Persian 
and Spanish tapestry and antique altar pieces.

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The Manner in Which Mormon Women 
Testify Against Their Husbands— 
Other General Notes. 


Saut LAKE Crry, May 3.—The promise of 
assured prosperity to all who will embracethe 
Mormon doctrine is what eatches the con verts,’’ 
said a prominent Gentile this morning, in/dis- 
cussing the matter of immigration hither 
from the southern States. ‘Almost every 
Mormon in Utah,” he continued, ‘ig prosper- 
ous and making money. The Latter Day 
Saints are clannish to a degree, and they throw 
all their patronage to those of their own sect 
who may be needy, even though the Gentile 
Should offerg@hbheaper .prices for the 
same... sommadities. This is oue 
of the few pistes in the world where such a 
state of affairs obtains; where a man does not 
bay from t’ lowest bidder but from the 
church men yrs’ in good standing.’’ Deubt- 
less this acconnts for the fact that there is not 
@pauperin” tah today. An ‘evidence of the 
co-operativéspirit of the Mormons is seen in 
the Zion'¢fo-operative Mercantile associa- 
tion. This%s’ an incorporated company, with 
1.00) stockholders; the capital is $1,000,000. 
The headquarters are in this city, branches in 
Ogden, Soda Springs and Logan. The Z. C. 
M. I. imports annually more than 12,000,009 
pounds of merchandise and pays for freight. in 
excess of $400,000. The sales aggregated last 
year about $5,560,000. The co-operative stores 
—independent of the Z. C. M. I.—are found 
in Provo, Brigham City, St. George and Park 
City, and in all the smaller settlements not 
yet incorporated as cities. The fifteen Mormon 
anks have a combined capital of about a mill- 
ion and a lialf dollars, and draw annual ex- 
change of nearly $40,000,000. Commercial 
failures are almost unheard of amongst the 
Latter-Day Saints, and their credit in the 
— circles of the east and north is very 
igh. 

The first question asked by the stranger in 
Salt Lake City isthis: ‘‘Do the Mormons still 
practice polygamy?’’ They claim that they 
do not, but their asseverations are taken cum 
grano salis by the Gentiles here. The Edmunds 
bill disfranchises women living in polygamy 
and fines the man $300, with imprisonment 
for six months. The women are ‘‘atlowed’’— 
cenpelled would be a more appropriate term— 
“to testifyagainst their husbands.’’ Despite 
this it is extremely difficult to secure convic- 
tions. A woman is called on the witnessstand 
and a colloquy something like this occurs: 

‘‘Are you married?” 

*T do not Know, sir. 

“Is not the defendant your husband under 
the Mormon law?’’ 

**] cannot say, sir.”’ 

“Is this your child?’’—showing an infant of 
two or three months’ age. 

‘*VYes, sir.”’ 

“Who is its father?’ 

**I cannot say, sir!’’ 

This isneuncommon occurrence the attor- 
neys tellme. And, after all, one can scarcely 
blame the woman for testifying thus if they 
believe in the ‘‘divine sanction of polygamy” 
as taught by theirchurch. No less celebrated 
a lawyer than the late Jere S. Black has said: 
“To compel husband and wife to testify 
againsteach other is to change every rule of 
evidence; a contemptuous defiance of the 
great principles which protect the sanctity of 
the family and lie at the basis of civil society.’’ 

The Edmunds bill has had the effect, how- 
ever, of scaring a great many of the saints. 
These separated from their wives, retaining 
one always, and provided for those whom they 
abandoned. Some few removed their ‘“‘ha- 
rems’’ into the remeter districts, thinking by 
these means to evade the ofticers of the law. 
A number posed as martyrs and were. con- 
victed. One of these said in an interview:

| “Tf congress has a right to forbid polygamy 


where we believe it tc be morally right, then 
it could force polygamy on a community that 
might hold it in detestation. Congress could 
just as well divorce every man from his wife 
in New England astodivorce us from our 
wives in Utah. Grant that congress has the 
constitutional right to forbid polygamy and 
one must admit that it has the right to abolish 
the institution of marriage entirely and strip 
all men and ~<all women of their 
conjugal rights. Grant congress this 
right and by parity of reasoning I can prove 
that congress has alsothe right to take away 
the testamentary power, to forbid the adminis- 
tration of a decedent’s-estate and to regulate 
all private business.”’ 

‘This line of argument was submitted to an 
able lawyer—a Gentile—and the only reply he 
could make was, “‘Itisan argument ‘ad ab- 
surdam.’ Congress has jurisdiction in all terri- 
tories, and can make laws for those territo- 
ries.’’ 

‘*This, doubtless, is the law,’’ said the Mor- 
mon elder, when told the lawyer’s opinion, 
‘but does it answer the argument? Does it 
not leave with congress, so far as the territories 
are concerned, the right to constitute anything 
a crime which it chooses to call so, and every- 
thinginnocent which it thinks proper to toler- 


ate ?’’ 

The Edmunds _ bill disfranchises ll 
lygamists, and the democrats’ of 
tah say this fact is worth 

noting: Utah has, since 1855, been entitled to 
admission as a state. She would be overwhelm- 
ingly democratic if she wasa state. That she 
was refused admission on this account by the 
republican congresses is not improbable: the 
Mormon democrats say this was the ‘‘nigger in 
the fence.’’ The Edmunds bill will be the 
means of decreasing democratic votes and if 
Utah is admitted within the next six or eight 
years, aS is likely, the republicans hope to be 
able to decrease the democratic vote very ma- 
terially and rely upon the immigration of Gen- 
tiles hither, to swell the radical ranks to a re- 
spectable figure. One of the most prominent 
Mormon writers says: ‘‘The positions in Utah 
have generally fallen to sue unfortunate ofiice- 
seekers (republican) as lacked the'ability neces- 
sary to secure them other appointments. Those 
who have been sent here have mostly been 
broken down politicians or unscrupulous ad- 
venturers who have regarded Utah with its 
wealthy, but unpopular citizens, as affording a 
fine tield in which to satisfy their cupidity. 
* @ © The ebb act of insolence and in- 
justice was committed by the republican gov- 
ernor who set aside 18,568 votes cast by the 
people for Congressman Cannon and issued. a 
certificate to an opponent who received but 
1,357 votes!’’ From this it might be inferred 
that those political tactics popularly believed 
to exist only in the so-called “solid south’’ are 
not utterly unknown to the republicans of the 
wild, wild west. This political information is 
gleaned from the Mormons in public life and is 
given here for what it is worth. 

“The condition of affairs in Salt 

Thke City a few. years ago,” said a 
communicative anti-Mormon, “was very 
different from now and we Gentiles 
had to ‘sing small’ I tell you. The police were 
all Mormons and the tax collectors and other 
city authorities just ran things to suit them- 
selves. An eastern man started a saloon near 
where the Cullen house now stands. The 
night he opened the Mormons oe Ay in and 
smashed all the glass ware, knocked in the 
heads of the barrels, tied outall the wines 
and told the proprietor if be didn’t leave town 
before morning they would throw him.in the 
lake. He went. Yes; we sang mighty small 
those days. Now we havea ward that is enti- 
Mormon; we have a wes gorse in the mu- 
nicipal government and things look brighter. 
We think the Edmunds bill a pretty severe 
measure, but not too severe. The territory 
has adopted anew constitution, which forbids 
polygamy, so we will, in a few years, be free of 
that horror. Do I know of cases where hard- 
ships were imposed by Mormon blders upon 
their wives? Net very many; afew here and 
there. Sometimes the oldest ones were re- 
quired to wait upon the younger, or favorite 
wife, This was not often the case, however. 
Most of the women are industrious and enjoy 
working andthe hemes are models of eleanli- 
ness.” ° J hte 

From an educational point of view Utah’s 

record is better than the average. rhe per- 
centage of people in the United States over 
ton years of age, Who cannot write, according 
to the census of 1880, is 12.44; in Kentucky, 
91.13; in Utah, 6.13. There are, in the terri- 
tory, 300 district schools, 40 private schools, 56 
“missions,” and three firs colleges. This 
ina mya eee it is remembered the 
pop in 1 was but 143,963—a little 
more than double that of Atlanta today.

Next in rank are the 
twelve apostles. These twelve constitute the’ 
high council. The seventies are called to 
preach the gospel and “form a quorum with 
& power equal to that of the apostles.’’ These 
seventy elders have seven presidents to preside 
over them, chosén out of the seventies. The 
seventh president presides over the other six. 
In addition to these the officers of the Mel- 
chizsedek priesthood are high priests and el- 
ders. The ofticets of the Aaronic priesthood— 
a lower grade of offiee—are priests, teachers, 
and deacons. There are twenty-one ‘Stakes 
of Zion’”’ in Utah. Overeach stake there is a 
president and two connsellors, bearing the 
Same relation to the stakeas the first presiden- 
cy bears to the whole church: Each stake 
also —s has a high council of 
tuelor. The missionaries are chosen 
from amongst the seventies of each stake twice 
each year. There are no requirements as to 
age, social condition or schoolastic avquire- 
ments. They travel without purse or script— 
in accordance with the laws of their church— 
and remain in the field for two years, unless 
ordered home by-the proper authorities of the 
State. Missionaries are now at work in Georgia, 
Alabama, Tennessee, North and South Carclina 
and Mississippi; in all of the eastern and mid- 
die states and in Iowa, Indiana and Illinois, 
Special laborers have been sent to England, 
Mexico, Brazil, Peru, Iceland, Finland, 
Hawaiian Islands, New Zeland, Norway and 
Sonth Africa. (These facts are furnished by 
the keeper of the Temple.) The expensé of 
limmigration is borne by the church where the 
converts are too poor to pay their own way, 
but money so advanced is regarded asa loan, 
and must be repaid tothe church eventually. 
_It might, perhaps, be supposed that great re- 
ligious intolerance prevails here, but such’ is 
not the case. There are in this city churches 
of Baptists, Catholics, Congregationalists, 
Jews, Episcopalians, Lutherans, Method- 
ists an Presbyterians. The Mor- 
“backslide”’ occasionally and 
seme other denominatien, but 
the instances are very rare. Each of the 
stakes has its own temple for worship and the 
tabernacle in this city is used for very large 
assemblages. ‘a great structure has a scat- 
ing capacity of 1,000, and is so constructed 
that a whisper may be distinctly heard in any 
part of the house. The grand organ (built by 
the Mormons themselves from native woods) 
is one of the finest in the 
world and is run by water 
power. The choir consists of 130 trained voices, 
under an accomplished leader. Music, suchas 
Mozart’s ‘‘Twelfth Mass,’’ Rossini’s ‘*‘Stabat 
Mater’’ and Mercadante’s and Gounod’s masses 
may be heard here any Sunday at the regular 
service. The new temple is being pushed to 
completion and will supersede the tabernacle 
as a place of worship. Beside the tabernacle 
there are thirty or forty Mormon churches or 
chapels in thigcity for the use of those who 
find it inconvenient to attend servicesin the 
large building. 

On the first day of August, 1887, a constitu- 
tion was submitted to the people of Utah and 
voted upon. It was adopted by a vote of 
13,195 to 502,and for a fifth time the peaple 
memorialized congress for admission into 
the union. Some of the points in this 
constitution are noteworthy as exemplifying 
that growth of the anti-polygamy sentiment: 
‘*There shall be no union of church and state, 
nor shall any church dominate the state. * * * 
No sectarian or denominational doctrine shall 
be taught in any school supported in whole, 
orin part, by public funds. * * * Bigamy and 
polygamy being considered incompatible with 
‘a republican form of government,’ each 
of them is hereby forbidden and declared a mis- 
demeanor. This section shall be construed as 
operative without the aid of legislation and the 
offenses prohibited by this section shall not be 
barred by any statute of limitation within three 
years after the commission of the offense; nor 
shi] the power of pardon extend thereto until 
such pardon shall be approved by the presi- 
dent of the United States.’”’ As a further pre- 
eaution the constitution provides (in 
article xvi section 1) that the section eonsti- 
tuting polygamy a misdemeanor “shall not be 
amended, revised or in any way changed, until 
any amendment, revision or change as proposed 
therein, shall be reported to the congress of 
the United States, and shall be, by congress 


ratification be proclaimed by the president of ¢ 


States, and if 
ratified and preclaimed said 
shall remain perpetual.’”’ Even the most bitter 
anti-Mormons here admit that this constitution 
kills polygamy in Utah. The question now is: 
Will Utah secure admission into the union” 
An old Mormon politician was interviewed on 
this point. He was a friend of ex-Congressman 
Cannon and experienced in the lobbying busi- 
ness, having passed three winters in Washing- 
ton endeavoring to push Utah’s claims as a 
State. 

‘The situation is just this,’’ said he, “‘the 
republicans will fight our admission and the 
democrats are afraid to push for it because the 
republicans have so persistently lied about the 
true state of affairs here that the whole coun- 
try is inflamed against us. If the truth were 
known to the world at large; if the voters of 
the United States knew that polygamy is 
as dead as—well, as old John Brown, there 
would be less opposition to Utah’s admis- 
sion. The republicans have robbed our ter- 


the United 


-ritory from the first; some of the men they 


appointed to office here were not even respec- 
table, and openly violated the laws they were 
sent here, presumably, to _ enforce, 
They tried to break down our 
territorial government and_ grab __ its 
money. The republicans looked upon Utah 
as an excellent ‘crib’ to plunder, and now that 
they hope to get back to power again, 
this fall, they will oppose Utah’s admission 
most vigorously. If admitted, we would elect 
all democratic congressmen. We are greatly 
interested in the coming campaign. If the 
republicans win, we expect to be robbed of 
what their carpet baggers, sent here by Hayes 
and Arthur, pened to leave us. We are 
democrats cause the republican®.sent 
out here were prineipally scoundrels 
of the deepest dye. As to the Edmunds 
bill I’ve got nothing to say except thatitisa 
remarkable exercise of authority for a legisla- 
tive body, by an arbitrary decree, to deprive 
freemen of their civil rights for offenses com- 
mitted before the passage of the law and of 
which they are not judicially convicted.” 

It is not proper to enter into the merits of 
this last claim, as “‘no expression of an edito- 
rial character should be permitted in the news 
columns.”’ Every reader, therefore, may con- 
sider himself judge and jury to try the case 
and decide it according to his own convictions.

TAKING NOTES OF THINGS. 


The Red Hot Gu>ernatorial Cam- 
yp a'gn. 


Politics are jost about the same in Arkansas 
that they are in Georgia, except that they are a 
little behind. They haven’t got quite as much 
scandal as we had in our last governor’s elec- 
tien, but they have plenty, and some to spare. 
There are five edndidates. for governor, and 
they are taking the grand rounds together in 
canvassing the state. They go from town to 


the same platform. An intelligent, conserva- 
tive gentleman told me they were all good 
men and the state was in no peril, but I found 
many of the people excited over the convict 
business. A convict was found dead and cov- 
ered up in apile of rnbbish in the coal hill 
mines, and the horror of it has spread all over 
the state. Some hold Governor Hughes re- 
sponsible, and denounce him as unfit for his 
ofiice. With others this abuse has created a 
reaction in his fayor, and even his lukewarm 
friends say he has been so unjustly slandered 
they intend to support him. Then, again, 
they have found out that he travels 
on a free pass from a railroad monop- 
oly that is unpopular, and his enemies 
are "seeking to make capital of that. One of the 
condidates preaches the pass and the convict, 
wherever he goes. Nevertheless I believe that 
Governor Hughes will be renominated. Then 
there is the Wheel element that has to be 
conciliated. The Wheel is a right big thing 
just now in Arkansas, and has its orgenizaticn 
and its organin every county. It is something 
like the old Georgia Grange or may be like the 
Fariner’s Ailiance and of course. is ranning 
into politics. There never was an association 
of farmers that was not broken up by political 
aspirants. The average farmer is easily fooled 
and is so unsuspecting he is drawn into the 
political net before he knows it. An o!d soljd 
Wheeler, who thought he saw deliverance near 
at hand, asked me how the ‘Wheel’ was doing 
in Georgia. ‘Ah, my friend” said I, ‘“‘we have 
had that disease and got wellof it. We did 
not call it the Wheel, but it was the same 
thing under another name. The farmers haye 
to have there epidemics just like children have 
to have the measles or the whooping cough, but 
they soon will get well of it. It never kills 
anybody. Your people here in Arkansas are a 
little behind, but the Wheel will soon roll 
away and Jeave you about as well off as it 
fonnd you. In some portions of your state I 
notice that the Wheelers are already convalesc- 
ing. The skin is peeling off and the scales 
falling from their eyes. Thereis the Grange 
and the Alliance and the Whee! that, like the 
old know-nothing party, alidie of the same 
thing. This remin'!s me of the inscriptiow on 
a tombstone at Helena. The doctors would 
not admit that the yellow fever was there in 
‘78, but said that it was pretty much ‘the 
same thing,’’ and so when an old eccentrie 
man was taken down, and knew his time had 
come, he told the doctor to see him decently 
buried and to have inscribed upon his tomb- 
stone “died of the same thing,’’ and it is 
there. 

Strawberries! strawberries! was the cry all 
along the platform at Beebe. The boys held 
up their baskets of the beautiful fruit to the 
car windows and wanted fifteen cents a quart. 
I stopped at Beebo and made a recognizance 
of the strawberry business. There are only 
300 acres of berr.es in the vicinity of that pleas- 
ant village. They were shipping about 500 
crates a day toSt. Louis and Kansas City. A 
crate contains 24 quarts, and up to that date 
the net returns froin sales had averaged three 
dollarsa crate. Just think of it children! 
Just imagine 400 bushels of beautiful straw- 
berries in one pile and another pile just-as 
large to go tomorrow. They never were as 
tine as they are this year, and there seems to 
be something in the climate or the soil of Beebe 
that grows them better than elsewhere. When 
I left there a friend placed on the seat beside 
me a double basket of the finest I ever saw. 
At the next station an humble woman with a 
tired face and two little children came aboard, 
and so the berries were very handy to keep 
the mother cheerful and the kids in good 
humor foratime. We passeda station ealled 
Bald Knob, and @ northern lady looked out 
and saw the awful name, and 
gave a startled look as she 
shrank up to her husband and Said, ‘‘Here is 
where the robbers live.”’” Butshe was mis- 
taken, for the real baid knobbers haunted an- 
other state. 

Batesville isasplendid old town of about 
3,000 people, and is thirty miles away from the 
main trunk railroad line. It has a little rail- 
road of its own, and her people don’t care a 
cent if it does take three hours to make the 
trip. They saythat time is net so ‘“searce’’ 
there as it is in other places— that the days are 
longer and more of them, and the birds sing 
sweeter, and the girls are lovelier and every- 
body happier than anywhere else in the wide 
world. As we journeyed to the town, a gal- 
ant and susceptible drummer kissed his hand 
toa pretty girl who was standing in a cottage 
door, and said, ‘Good morning, honey darting, 
vou look mighty sweet with your Mother Hub- 
bard on.’’ Somebody will get that ardent 
youth with a shotgun if be don’t mind, but he 
says he always salutes them when they have 
on a Mother Iiubbard and the cars are moving 
up lively. 

Latesville isarock-built town. There isa 
Salmon colored stone near by that quarries as 
sneoth aud as rectangular as brick. They 
split it into blocks alout six inches thick and 
that occupy the space of about twelve brick, 
and the masons build the stone houses quicker 
and cheaper ihan they can build a brick one. 
Dhese rock-built walls give the town a straw- 
colored shade that ean be found nowhere else. 
The town ts situated on White river, that is 
navigable, and I saw two respectable steam- 
boats at the wharf. The surrounding ridges 
are crowned with cedar and whole train loads 
aid boat loads are moving every day. Iron 
aud manganese abound and the railroad has 

the mines. The farms on 
the river and in tiie v&lleys teem with rich 
products of @rain and cotton, andthe whole 
country reminds me of ourown beautiful north 
Georgia. 

Searcy is another town that is off the main 
line of the Iron Mountain railroad. A. four 
mile ride ona streetcar brings you™there. 
There is no river near at hand, no cedar for- 
ests, no stone quarries, no strawberry fields; 
but there is a beautiful inland town of 2,500 
people, afew rich and more poor, and a sur- 
rounding country that is gently rolling and 
very fertile. There are lovely suburban homes, 
12,000 bales of cotton to handle, and the farm- 
ers raise tueir own corn and meat and hay. 
The Arkansas Methodist college has recently 
been located there—another school for girls. 
Bishop Galloway closed the contract a few 
days ago and the buildings will be crected 
without delay. There wero many competin 
points, but Searcy was chosen for substantia 
reasons. Well, - girls are coming to the 
front all over the’south. Almost every court 
house town has a college forthem. In our 
own state there are two at Rome, two at La 
Grange, two at Athens, and ons at Macon and 
Atlanta and Augusta and Gainesville and 
Dalton and Marietta and Covington and Mad- 
ison and Eatonton, and I don’t know how 
many more. 

There are over 1,000 girls at college in three 
Georgia towns that have no colleges for boys. 
What splendid a for the young men of 
these towns. hey can just strut around and 
take their choice.

The two snakes 
seemed to be electritied with joy and happi- 
ness, and wriggled around the road in front of 
the farmer in playful gambols, and tried in 
every manner to testify their gratitude. Final- 
ly one of them wriggled up to one of the 
wheels of the wagon, and crawling on the seat 
seemed to look attentively at a copy of an ag- 
ricultural journal lying there, which the farm- 
er had just taken out of the postoffice. It was 
addressed to ‘‘Joshua Broadhead, Podunk 
Cross Roads Moon township.’’ A minute later 
the snake crawled down out of the wagon, and 
and its mate looked attentively, and it seemed 
meaningly, at the farmer out of their bright 
little shining eyes, and then wriggled over into 
a meadow, sounding their rattles in a joyous 
manner.

The tariff will provea rock 
upon which a great many good democrats will 
split, especially those interested in mining and 
manufacturing and there are a goodly number 
of these away back in the remote dis- 
tricts where the republicans get in a great 
deal of their fine. work. 

When Tyre York ran against Genera! Alfred 


_M. Scales for governor, in 184, there was some 


little disaffection in the radical ranks, and the 
leaders did not pull together. The democrats 
sent for ‘‘Zeb’’ Vance—the most popular stump 
speaker ever heard in the state of the “tar 
heels’’—and by dint of hard campaigning they 
managed to roll up a respectable democratic 
majority. York, the republican candidate for 
governor, Was not a popular man. He did not 
affiliate,so to sonal ae the political organizers 
down this way, since he was of the opinion that 
such moneys as were drawn from the national 
republican campaign fund, should be used for 
the purpose of carrying the elections, and not 
to build fine houses! It had been the custom, 
for several years preceding, to draw upon the 
national campaign committee for such funds 
as were said to be needed—usually $15,000 to 
$20,000—to ‘‘grease the whee!ls’’ of the repub- 
lican machine. Most of this money went into 
the pockets of a favored few and this dis- 
couraged some of the best workers in the 
party, who were very much disgusted when 
they found that they had been doing 9ll the 
hard work while the other fellows—the alleged 
leaders—had pocketed the money. 

Tyre York ran very much better than the 
democrats prophesicd, but the national ticket 
led the state ticket by quite a considerable 
figure, showing that republican victory this 
year is by no means an impossibility unless the 
imany disaffected democrats throughout the 
state can be brought to change their tune. 

In the more populous districts the democratic 
vote will not, it is thought, be broken up, but 
in the isolated mountain districts there is much 
to fear. Micaand gold mining are growing 
industries and the men employed are naturally 
in favor of a protective tariff, since their em- 
ployers’ interests lie in that direction. 
“No man,” said a Rowan county miner 
the other day, ‘‘can afford to vote 
the bread and butter out of his mouth 
for the sake of party principle. When 
a voter has a family to support and a 
half a dozen little mouths to fill, he cannot 
throw up his job for the sake of Jeffersopian 
principles. His party must be sacrificed in 
preference to his family.’”’ This is the senti- 
ment one hears in the mica districts about 
Asheville, Ray’s and in the gold mining re- 
gions wlfere northern capital is largely em- 
ployed. The doctrine of protection 
has been Spree | talked into 
these people, until it is by no means certain 
that they can be relied upon hereafter to vote 
what is known as the “straight white man’s 
ticket.’’ 

Another thing will also militate, in a meas- 
ure, against democratic success this fall, and 
that is the attitude Mr. Cleveland has as- 
sumed with regard to civil service reform. 
Old-fashioned North Carolina democrats be- 
lieve in the “turn the rascals (with a big R) 
out”’ policy, and cannot very —T be brought 
to believe in thw theories of civil service re- 
form. This wing of ‘the party, fortunately, is 
not large, and when the em or shall have 
fully opened, when the red fire, torchlight 
xrocessions and brass bands are in 
ull blast, perhaps all these notions 
will fade away. The greatest dapger 
lies in the tariff agitation and it is useless to 
disguise the fact that it will take hard work, 
and lots-of itto carry the tar-heel state, this 
fall, for the democratic nominees, and especial- 
ly if the republicans hit upon a hermonious 
lot of local nominees. _

Reading the Reports of Com- 
mittees. 


A MEMORIAL SERVICE TODAY 


| Lively Discussion on the Basis of 


Representation, 


RicHMonD, May 12.—The second days’ ses- 
sion of the Southorn Baptist convention opened 
with devotional exercises. 

The treasurer’s report was received and 
ordered printed, 

G. M. Norton, of Kentucky, was unani- 
mously selected treasurer. W. L. Larnes 
Thomas, of Kenfucky, was elected auditor. 

A communication was presented from the 
American Baptist Home Mission society in 
relation to the matter of co-operation in the 
border states. Referred to the appropriate 
committee. 

Committees on the time and place for hold- 
ing the next convention and on new actions 
were appointed, 

Rev. Dr. F. M. Ellis, of Maryland, chair- 
man of the joint committee of two boards ap- 
pointed at the last annual meeting, submitted 
a report. The committee says they are satisfied 
and impressed with the eminent wisdom of 
the general method of the convention. Its 
great need is not of new plans, but more effec- 
tive work. The first section of the report re- 
fers to the actions of the committee to state 
organizations in recognizing the paramount 
clmportance of avoiding any appearance of a 

ontlict, and securing for the convention the 
cf artiest sympathy of the brethren who are 

harged with state work. The committee re- 
ommend that such state organizations as pre- 
er to devise and execute their own plans of 
yalsing money for boards of the convention, be 
egarded as agencies of the convention for 
Yaising the quotas of their respective states, 
and in caseitshall at any time appear to 
either board of the convention that any state 
will probably fail short of raising its quota, it 
shall be the duty of the said board, in co-opera- 
tion with the state board and the vice-presi- 
aent, to employ such means as may be deemed 
best to supply the deficiency. Section 2 
recommends that article 3 of the 
constitution be so amended that the conven- 
tion shall consist, first, of brethren who con- 
tribute funds or are delegated by Baptist 
bodies contributing funds for the regular work 
of the convention on the basis of one delegate 
for every $250 actually paid into the treasury 
of the board during the fiscal year ending on 
the 30tn day of April next preceding the 
meeting of the convention: second, of one 
representative from each ef the district asso- 
ciations which co-operate with this conven- 
tion, provided that such representative be 
formally elected and his election certified to by 
the secretaries of the convention; and third, 
of one representative for every $5,000 collected 
and expended conjointly with either of the 
boards of this convention by any state conven- 
tion or general association. Section 3 urges 
the encouragement .,and formation of 
woman's missionary eircles and_ chil- 
dren’s bands in all churches’ and 
Sunday-schools, and that societies so formed 
use established channels for conveying their 
contributions to the objects for which they are 
designed. Section 4 refers tothe dissemina- 
tion of missionary information, and recoim- 
mends, first, that boards of the convention use 
the columns of our own denominational news- 
paper to visseminate as much information as 
possible in reference to the progress and news 
of their work, and that each board publish be- 
sides, at its discretion, a journal, putting the 
price as low as will cover the cost of publica- 
tion; second, that boards continue to print 
tracts, leaflets and circulars in amounts as 
large as they can use adyantageously, and dis- 
tribute them through all suitable agencies, so 
as to give them wide circulation; third, that 
the bureau of missionary information already 
éstablished in Baltimore deserves commenda- 
tion, and that others of like character 
should be organized ; fourth, that we earnestly 
urge the establishment of a worthy concert of 
prayer for missions as the mostetfective means 
of keeping up an interest in the evangelization 
of the world. Section 5 urges systematic 
beneficence and recommends the scriptural 
plan of giving as elastic and simple enough 
for application to all churches. 

The second section recommending an 
amendment to the constitution as to the basis 
of representation, gave rise to considerable 
discussion and for the first time in the history 
of the convention the callof the house was 
ordered upon the adoption of that section. 
The vote stood 550 in the aftirmative. The 
negative vote was not counted, as ittcok 511 
to make the necessary two-thirds. The report 
was then adopted as a whole. 

The remainder of the day’s session was con- 
sumed in ordinary business. Tomorrow after- 
noon a memorial meeting will be held out S 
respect of memories of Rey. Dr. P. Mell, late 

resident of the convention, and Rey. Dr. M. 
y. Yates, late missionary to China. 

The evening session was given to the con- 
sideration of the work of the home mission 
board. Dr. B. H. Carroll, of Waco, Texas, 
made a characteristic address upon the grow- 
ing demands of the great empire of Texas. 
His plea was based upon his state being a 
world in embryo, and presenting all obstacles 
in the way of advancement of religion that are 
to be found in all sections. He was followed 
in a pathetic and deeply interesting plea from 
A. J. Diaz, the convention’s missionary im 
Cuba. He reported the organization of six 
churches and the conversion of over one thou- 
sand persons.

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A CLEVER SCHEMER 


Obtains Three Million Feet of Lamber Un 
der False Pretenses. 

Macoy, Ga., May 12.—[Special.]—There ar- 
rived in this city this morning a gentleman of 
about thirty-two years of age. His actions at 
once bespoke his character. He-was acting as 
a detective, That is, he was hunting for lost 
goods, which were obtained under false pre- 
tenses. A CONSTITUTION reporter, linding 
him asking pointed questions, come into the 
neighborhood of his circle of listeners to try 
and discover what was up. Making himself 
known, he was drawn aside and given the 
substance of the following interesting news: 

About three months ago, Mr. G. 1. Mont- 
gomery, of Olney, Ill., obtained letters of 
credit from the Olney banking house, with 
which he sallied forth into the balmy south to 

urchasg lumber. The letter stated that Mr. 
Slanteomery was quite wealthy, in fact esti- 
mated his wealth at abour $25,000. Mr. Mont- 
gomery, not having a red cent, managed thus 
to’dupe the banking firm, and being armed 
with the letters began his work of defrauding. 
He visited every saw mill from Arkansas to 
Tennessee, taking in the two states named, 
together with Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, 
Louisiana and Georgia., having his head- 

uarters in Birmingham, Ala. From the mills 
that he visited he bought thousands upon 
thousands feet of lamber,. giving his notes 
payable in three months’ time.

The Thomas County Safe Blower 
is Mathew Kennedy, the Kid. 
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-MORGAN’S NECK IS SAVED. 


He Saves His Own Neck By a 
Twenty Years’ Sent2nce. 


In the old letter book at police headquarters 
is a circular with the flaming head line, 
‘$16,000 reward,’’ and underneath it are the 


‘photographs of four men. 

The printed letter goes on to tell of a great 
fur robbery in the latter part of January, 87. 
Six thousand dollars’ worth of sealskin cloaks 
"had been saken from a store in Cleveland, and 
on February 3 Kid Kennedy, one of the rob- 
bers, and withal one of the most notorious and 
‘ successful crooks in the country, was arrested 
in Pittsburg, | 

Two days later he was in charge of Detective 
Hulligan and Captain Hoehn on his Way to 
Cleveland. 

As the train rolled into the little town of 
Ravenna, O., four men boarded the train and 
rescued Kennedy. In the fight both Hatcher 
and Huliegan weré shot, and from the éffécts 
of his wounds Hullegan died four days later. 
Kennedy and the other four men escaped, and 
struck out toward the south. The men with 
Kennedy were the ones whose pictures are on 
the letter at the stationhouse, and for whose 
arrest there was a reward of $16,000. 

Soon after this a number of robberies were 
committed in and about Thomasville and 
Albany, and the work was evidently that of an 
expert. A sheriff’s posse came up on the rob- 
ber at Baconton, and a fight ensued, in which 
the sheriff was shot, and the burglar escaped. 
He was caught soon afterward in Thomas 
county, tried for burglary and sentenced for 
twenty years. He was a young man, 25 years 
of age, light complexion, square shoulders, 
and slightly bowlégged, 

He left Atlanta with Penitentiary Guard 
Turner for Dade coal mines on Wednesday, 
May 4, and has been at the mines ever since. 

Now, about a month ago Detective John T. 
Norris, of Ohio, came to Atlanta. He lounged 
about police headquarters fora few days, 
made himself generally agreeable, and then 
left. 

Day before yesterday Powell, or Palmer, the 
Thomas county burglar, was arrested at the 
mines by Detective Norris, and_ there is little 
doubt that Kid Kennedy, the Ohio fur robber, 
and Palmer are one and the same. This ex- 
plains, very satisfactorily, the detective’s trip 
to Georgia. Palmer has saved his neck by tho 
sentence of twenty years in the penitentiary, 
and at the same time -his_ discovery 
has saved the neck of Blinky 
Morgan. Morgan is a famous 
crook and one of the four men that rescued 
Kennedy or Palmer. He was caught and tried 
forthe murder of Detective Hulligan at Ra- 
venna. He obtained a new trial, and upon a 
hearing afew days ago he was given a third 
trial by the supreme court of Ohio, He says 
that he never did the killing, and that,Ken- 
nedy, himself, is Hulligan’s murderer.

An edition ot Sylvanus Cobb’s noyels, which 
have never appeared in book form, is announced by 
Cassell. ba 

A work dea-ing perticula’ly with the origin and 
history of versification. and written bya Polish 
professor, will soon be published in Paris, 

An edition of Mrs. Res» Terry Cooke’s poems 
many of “them most winning and graceful, as al’ 
American lovers of poctry know, will soon be 
brought out by W. 8. Gottsberger. 

Mrs. Walford, the author of those charming sto- 
ries, “Cousins” and ‘Troublesome Daughters,” has 
written a new novel which Holt will shortly bring 
out. It is entitled “A Mere Child.” 


There is a report that somebody looking through 
the archivesat Weimar has founda hitherto un- 
known sketch of the seeond part of ‘‘Faust,” which 
is quite unlike Goeth.s published version. 

Twenty-two editions of the North American Re- 
view have been issued. It was Mr. Gladstone's ar. 
ticle on Colonel Ingersoll’s ideas that caused this 
unprecedented sale, 

The super‘ntendent of the Buffalo library is edit- 
ing the David Gray memorial volume and is writing 
the biographical sketch which is to be included in 
it. It will Le published in the autumn, 

The wicow of Arthur Hugh Clough has edited his 
“Prose Remains,’’ adding selections from his letters 
and a memoir. Macmillan will bring out the 
work. This firm also announces a volume of “Par- 
tial Portraits’ by Henry James, 

The London Academy “does not doubt’ that as 
soon as copyright has been gained in the United 
States, all novels will first appear in a cheap, paper 
covered form. Prolably; and the receipts of authors 
will be much larger than they are now. 

To the beautiful little series of “Knickerboeker 
Nuggets,” issued by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, will be 
added Thackeray’s ‘*The Ro:e and the Ring,” Fon- 
que's “Nudine and Sintram,’’ Moore’s “Irish Melo- 
dies’’ and Macaulay’s ‘‘Lays.”’ 

Every lover of Thackeray will mentally lift his 
hat to Mr. R. L. Stevenson as he reads in the forth- 
coming Scribner his statement that ‘if the art of be- 
ing a gentleman were forgotten like the art of stain- 
ing glass, it might be learned anew throuch that 
one character. It is learned there, I dare say, 
daily.” 

The D. Lothrop company think they have a lit- 
erary ‘‘find’’in Miss EmmaC. Connelly, of Louis- 
vilie- Ky., whose novel, “Tilting at Windmills,” is 
aboutto be published. The book is a ‘‘border’” 
story, dealing with “‘reconstruction’’ days in Ken- 
tucky, and “blending (as well as sharply defining) 
the antagonistic and eventually co-ordidate ele- 
ments of northern and southern ‘opinions,’ ”’ 

It issaidthatthe late Dean Stanley, though cu- 
rfously careless of the sale of his works, was very 
much alive to the distinction of being reprinted in 
the Tauchnizt library. ‘He coveted it strongly, 
though he never attained it, and was often heard 
to express his envy of Frederick Robertson, of 
Brighton (tour volumes of whose sermons are in the 
famous series), and hisambition to be equally for- 
tunate and equally widely read, 

The Pall Mall Gazette says; “It is understood that 
ifthe American copyright bill should become law 
our publishers will send to America the manu- 
scripts of well known authors whose books are cer- 
tain to command a sale on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic, and will receive back the stereo moulds. In 
this way the loss to the English printing business 
will be minimized. Of course books by unknown 
writers which attain unexpected popularity will 
have to be printed twice.” 

“Mr, Ruskin,” according to the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, ‘‘has decided torepublish his poems, of which 
a few copies ‘were privately printed in 1850, Sey- 
eralof these poems had previously appeared in 
Friendshid's Offerings and other miscellanies. The 
little, volume, which has been extensivlye pirated in 
America, is the rarest of all Mr. Ruskin’s books, and 
copies have of recent years sold at Sotheby's and 
Puttick and Simpson’s for £20 and even £40, To 
these already published poems Mr. Ruskin will, 
in the new volume, add as many more which have 
not before seen the light.” 

The German emperor has not allowed his illness 
to dampen bis interest in the continuation of the 
yoluminous work on the Grand Elector, of which, 
thus far, eleyen volumes are completed. The 
grand historical undertaking was proposed and 
originated by him, who made the first suggestions 
to the historians, Duncker and Droysen, and out- 
lined the details of the work. At present the 


twelfth yolume isin hand, the material for which. 


is taken from the family and state archives, thus, 
according to his intention, furnishing a standard 
work for present and future historians, which, it is 
much hoped, he may live to see completed. 

In Mrs, Humphrey Ward’s new story, “Robert 
Elsmere,” the most talked of novel of the year, and 
one which Mr. Gladstone has reviewed, it is said, in 
the hero’s own words, that God is ‘‘that force at the 
rootof things which is revealed to us whenevera 
man helps his neighbor, or a mother denies herself 
for her child; whenever a soldier dies without mur- 
mur for his country,or a sailor puts out in the 
darkness to rescue the perishing; whenever a 
workman throws mind and conscience into his 
work, ora statesman labors not for his own gain 
but thatof the state.’’ Hismere believes in ‘‘an 
eternal goodness—and an eternal mind—of which 
nature and man are the continuous and ouly reye- 
lation.” 

The Athnereum prints the following; “Lovers 
of Keats will probably feel more than reasonably 
aggrieved that the ewner of Lawn Bank, Hamp 
stead, formerly Wentworth Place, should contem:

TRUCK FARMING. 


What a Maryland Farmer is Doe 
ing on Georgia Soil. 


Land Pays For Itself in Six Months-—-What 


to Plant on a Truck Farm—Georgia 
A Better Piace than Maryland. 


“Farmers are the happiest people that live 
—at least they ought to be, and a truck farmer 
ought te be the happiest kind of « farmer.” 

The speaker was Mr. J. T. Welham, a truck 
farmer himself. He shaded his eyes with his 
stra what and pointed to his tield :$ 

“Now the only thing that will compare with 
that is a cotton field. Southern people couldn’t 
be convinced that a strawberry farm is préte 
tier than a cotton field, and [ have quit trying 
to convince them, Honestly, though, I think 
that is the prettiest thing on earth.”’ 

It was pretty, too. 

Between seventy-five anda hundred negroege 
were scattered in groups over the five-acre 
field, while here and there, at convenient dis- 
tances, were boxes and crates filled with deli- 
cious strawberries. The whole scene was suge 
gestive, somehow or other, of the ideal cottom 
patch, the darkeys bending over their work, 
and grouped about for company’s sake, the 
grave old uncles, the turbauned old aunties, 
the ever-hungry and ever-happy piccaninnies, 
the old plantation song—all combining so nate 
urally and so vividly. 

‘Do you like this country better than Mary- 
land ?”’ 

“My Marr!and? Well, I don’t know, hardly. 
I sorter hate for a fellow to ask me that ques- 
tion. Maryland is a mighty fine place—ae 
mighty fine place.’’ 

**But where had you rather farm ?”’ 

“TI believe I had rather farm in Georgia. 
You get more to the acre down here, and then 
Atlanta is a good market, But Maryland isa 
mighty fine place, sir.’’ 

It was just as if Lee had surrendered to the 
musie of ‘“Dixie’’—this surrender of the 
Marylander. 

“Yes,” he continued, “I believe you get 
more to the acre in Georgia. I had a fine 
farm near Baltimore, but I like this better. 
This land has paid for itself in six months.”’ 

‘How can it?” 

‘Well, there are fiye acres of strawberries. 
From these five acres I will clear $1,500 thig 
year. I will get 25,000 quarts of strawberries, 
and pay one cent a quart for picking. In 1884 
I had about nine acres in strawberries, but 
nine-tenths of that crop was on five acres. I 
sold that crop in the field for $1,500—that is te 
say, [had no expense for picking, boxing of 
hauling. I just made $1,500 clear. I thought 
I would take that rather than be troubled with 
it all, but I never felt so lonesome in my life. 
It’s just like being troubled with one of my 
children—lo® of trouble son.etimes, but when 
they are gone you wish,thc y were back here to 

trouble you.”’ 

‘‘Well, can they make a living by picking 
strawberries at a cent a quart’”’ 

“Yes. It’s aboat 11 o’c!o:k, and most of 
them have ye about sixty quarts—little 
ones and ull.’ 

**Do they pick every day?’”’ 

“Nearly. Last week for example, we pick- 
ed every day, but one. You see how clear the 
Vines are picked. Now in thirty-six hours the 
ripe berries will be thicker thanever. The 
season lasts about four weeks, say twenty-five 
pickings, and it’s a little over half gone now.” 

He siooped down and measured off a square 
foot in which was a clump of vines. Separat- 
ing the vines he counted the berries. There 
were 257. 

“You see Ihave counted the green ones— 
even the very small ones, because the grees 
ones are what make the ripe ones.”’ 

‘Do you sell all you can raise herein At 
lanta?’’ 

“Oh, yes, and could sell a great deal move.”” 

‘‘Isthe land peculiarly adapted to straw- 
berries ?”’ 

“No. It’s like most of the land around At- 
lanta, a loamy soil auda clay subsoil, a little 
rolling, and well watered. The climate hereis 
fine, too. Another thing you will notice. You 
see how healthy and fruitful the vines are 
where these small rocks are scattered over it? 
Now, on the other side there are no rocks, and 
there is a great difference in the vines.” 

“Why is that?’ 

“‘T don’t know, unless it’s because there ig 
always a layer of moisture under the rocks, 
But, anyhow, it’s a fact, and you will notice it 
about nearly everything else that is raised on 
a truck farm.”’ 

‘What strawberry do you plant ?”’ 

‘The Wilson seedling ig¢the business berry. 
It bears handling better than any other. Just 
fora private garden the Creston seedling is 
best. They area large berry and prolific, bus 
too soft for shipment.” 

‘What else have you planied?”’ 

‘Next to my strawberries, come grapes, 
People that have seen the vineyards along the 
great lakes are the only ones that won't say 
”" a is the prettiesc they ever saw.’’ 

{e led the way to his vineyard. The hill 
side was fairly covered with vines, and a little 
inspection would show that each vine was 
covered with little bunchy twigs—the young 
sage 

‘I’m not much ofa prophet, butI can tell 
you that there will be a big crop this year.” 

**What do you call a big crop?’’ 

‘‘Well, the vines will average ten pounds 
each. There are twenty-five hundred vines, 
and you will notice that where the soil is most 
rocky, the vines are healthiest. Some of those 
vines will bear forty pounds. The way toe 
plant grapes is to put them ona southern 
slope. The dew and malaria is what hurts 
them, and it won’t do to hide grapes from the 
morning sun. You don’t want to manure them 
eithes, foritmakes them rank and rotten. 
Just’ a little bone at first, and then they can 
take care of themselves. These are the first 
grapes I ever raised, and they are going to pay 
me, too. 

‘What else pays on a Georgia truck farm?” 

‘*Well, I suppose tomatoes come next. Last 
year I put 1,750 hills to the acre, and averaged 
175 bushels. They sell at $1.25 to $1.00a 
bushel.” 

“What else?’’ : 

‘‘Canteloupes and melons pay well. Vege» 
tables pay well. You see truck farming isa 
great idea, and I don’t see why Georgia far- 
mers don’t do more it.

The firm 
and wise action of the democratic conven- 
tion in New Jersey and Connecticut will 
reassure the manufacturers of those states 
and the democracy of New York will be 
likely to follow suit. In the meantime, the 
committal of the party through the pregi- 
dent’s message to prompt and decided tariff 
reduction may gain more votes among the 
farmers of the three doubtful states than 
are lost in the towns and cities. 

Altogether the outlook was never so bright 
for the democracy.

A Reply to Dr. Schumann, 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 12, 1883.—Editors Con- 
stitution: In reply to Dr. Theo, Schumann’s stric- 
tures on the mineral theory asa cause of the Geath to 
the young shad, and his statement that the misfor- 
tune was caused by a lack of oxygen in the artesian 
water—in other words, that the young fish were 
smothered to death from want of air—I have to say 
that the artesian water contains (4.2) four and two- 
tenths e.c. of oxygen per litre of water. I offerasa 
physiological proof, corroborating the accuracy of 
chemical analysis, the fact that we may see at the 
soda water stands and other public places through 
the city numbers of gold-fish, swimming about in 
globes of crystal water. On inquiry we find that in 
most, if not all of these cases, that the water used is 
artesian. ‘There must be oxygen in it, or the fish 
would be smothered at ouce. i think it would be 
difficult te find evenatrue artesian water whieh 
does not contain sufficient oxygen to support the 
life of fish, The artesian well at Gren@lle, Paris 
coytains $.6¢.c, oxygen per litre; the artesian well 
at Grey's hospital, London, contains 3.4 ¢.c. oxygen 
per litre, and these are true artesian wells) The 
water of the sea, that great home of unnumbered 
millions of fish, only contains from 1 to 3 ¢c.c. of ox- 
riitre. Oneotthe best and most probable 
theories I have heard advanced is that of Mr. Rich- 
ards, superintendent of the waterworks, who thinks 
that it was the sulphuretted hydro’en in the water. 
This gas is a fatal poison, but there isso little of it in 
the artesian water that it cannot be detected by any 
chemical test. This is one of those rare cases, where 
the sense of emell is superior in delicacy to the 
chemical reaction, It is possible, however, that this 
fiint trace may have killed the very tiny and deli- 
cate fish, In supporting the idea that the minera!s 
inthe water killed the fisb,lam guided by the 
habits of the shad themselves. Although shad 
thriveand fiourish in the sea, which contains an 


enormous amount of mineral matter in solution, yet.

4. We propose to operate the Terminal 
property with, fairness to each and all, and for 
the best interest of the stockholders, instead of 
for the personal benefit of the directors. 

In addition to this circular, the Rice party 
will announce on next Monday the name of 
Francis B. Clarke as their candidate for presi- 
dentofthe Terminal{company. Mr. Clarke 
is now general traftic manager of the Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minnesota and Omaha railway com 
pany, Which is one of the Vanderbilt lines. 
H{e has occupied his present ee for ten 
years, and is generally regarded a railroad 
man of excellent ability. He has consented te 
run for the Peomtaal presidency on the Rice 
ticket.

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CURIQUS PHASES OF BIOGRAPHY. 


Mark A. Cooper—John P. King—The 
O’Gormon Mahon.

When Governor Stephens lay dead in the 
executive mansion, he rested not only from 
the weight of seventy-two years, buta treasure 


ef public service suchas few men furnish. -He 


was venerable as well as illustrious, and yet 
his life was but an incident in the existence of 
another. 

That man was Mark A. Cooper. 

Away behind the memory of the present 
generation of old men, Colonel Mark A. 
Cooper had won note, was called upon.to serve 
his people in congress, and had made his mark 
among federal statesmen. Larger business 
interests led him back to private life, and he 
was succeeded by Alexander H. Stephens, a 
man who did not seem to have vitality enough 
to get to Washington. Then followed a career 
of forty years, which is public history. The 
brain power of the invalid proved stronger 
than his disease, and the excitement of public 
affairs was the intoxicant upon which he 
lived.. He saw tho country trembling 
upon the verge of war; he saw the red cloud 
pass over the continent, and from the second 


place in the councils of one side he witnessed | 


the disaster of strife and suffered the penalty 
of defeat. Recovering his equilibrium while 
strong men around him still groped, he became, 
in the congress of a reunited country, quite as 
potent as he had been in the councils of the 
nation before it had been dissevered by strife. 
Then the state claimed the especial bonor of 
his closing public service, and with the mantle 
of Georgia upon his shoulders, he passed into 
the creat future unknown to living men. 

With what curious interest, then, must Mark 
Cooper have watched this singular career. In 
the calm retreat of country life, enlivened only 
by such incidentsas take piace in the life 
of a business man, he saw the youth for whom 
he had stepped aside grow famous— 
famous but old—even venerable. 
Cooper, while thus watching, 
that he himself was older? It is 
to .say that life brought 
the pleasures of existence, and that he only 
saw cld age as it made impress upon his neigh- 
bor’s cheek. Notonly did he see Stephens 
enter public life, grow famous and old, but he 
witnessed the last scenes which accompanied 
the shriving cf the great commoner. It was 
only after all this had happened that Cooper 
glosed his eyes, and died.

Should life, then, be measured by ev@nts or 
by years? 

And who has reached the fullness of life—the 
man who has completed his mission, or the 
man upon whose shoulders fall the whitened 
locks of well rounded days?” 

When some individual, walking along in 
mediocrity, becomes by accident the cynosure 
ofthe world’s gaze, only to fall back into the 
common lot, his lifeis likeéhe course of the 
comet which swiftly passes across the heay- 
ens and out of sight. The man is afterward 
spoken of just as the cometis remembered, 
yet both are gathered into the garner house of 
eternity.

More remarkable even than the life of Mark 
A. Cooper was that of Jchn P. King, upon 
whose body the grave has just closed. In his 
person 1750 shook hands with 1950. It is not 
many men who can stand in one century and 
form the connecting link with the age past and 
the age tocome. King was the intimate per- 
sonal friend of the Marquis de LaFayette, and 
was chairman of the committee which received 
the revolutionary hero in Augusta in 1825. 
Who better than LaFayette conld illustrate 
the upheaval of the eighteenth century? The 
divine right of one class to rule another had 
come to him as a birthright. He was the 
scion of a house whose origin was lost in an- 
tiquity, but be found himself tossed about 
upon aseaof revolution. The uneasy spirit 
which led to the destruction of the Freneh 
nobility was at work, and the people were cry- 
ing for relief from the exactions of power. The 
king whose title read through a thousand 
years was trembling at the storm brewing 
around him, and the crust of aristocracy was 
breaking into fragments. Napoleon was yet 
in the future, but the men who ran France 
red with blood in 1793 were already born. 
LaFayette, more of 2 man than an aristocrat, 
heard the cry of revelting humanity 
from across the Atlantic, and hastened 
to offer his services to Washington. Thus the 
eld regime offered fealty to the new idea of 
popular liberty, which had first to fight its way 
to success through anarchy. In his life La- 
Fayette not only witnessed the destruction of 
the elements which had bound Pranee from 
the days when the Roman forces retreated ; 
witnessed the rise of the empire; saw 
Europe crouching at the feet of the young 
Corsican; and finally witnessed the route of 
Waterloo; but he was a participant iu the cre- 
ation. of the new order of things, which suc- 
cessful American revolution meant. As an 
old man, honored m his own country, he re- 
solved to revisit the scene of: his youth, and 
thus, when he accepted the hospitalities of the 
city of Augusta, at the hand of Jobn P. King, 
the latter bowed to the feudal tradition wh.ch 
LaFayette represented as an inheritance. It 
was at a later period that King. went to the 
United States senate, from which he had re- 
tired so long before his death that old men 
bad forgotten-all about it. There are prattling 
children on the streets of Augusta this bright 
Sunday morning who, in 1950, will tell their 
children of the remarkable old man whose 
whitened locks they had so often seen.

THE SCHOOL TEACHERS 


Hold a Pleasant Meeting in the 
Girls’ High School. 


& Large Attendance—Interesting Proceed- 
ings—Speeches by Messrs. Slaton, 
Hemphill, and Others. 


The most successful gathering of school 
Jeachers ever held in Atlanta took place yes- 
terday morning in the large hall of the Girl’s 
High school building.- As early as eight 


p’clock the teachers began coming in, and 


ycame from every schoolin Atlanta. A 
great many who were not teachers also ap- 
peared upon the scene and the building could 
Bcarcely accommodate them all. 

\, Superiniendent W. F. Slaton presided. 

Among the visitors were Hon. W. A. Hemp- 
hill, president of the school board; Captain 
Welborn Bray, Mr. David Mayer, Colonel 
Blanchard, and a considerable number of 
prominent citizens. Perhaps twenty or thirty 
wisitors were paesent from other towns. 

Every seat was occupied, and additional 
chairs had to be provided. 

After some preliminary matters of a busi- 
viess nature were discharged, Superintendent 
Slaton lectured tothe class on “Attention.” 
He impressed upon the teachers the import- 
ance of enforcing every day and under al] 
circumstances the necessity of the children’s 
understanding how to attend to what was told 
them. They should learn that attention is a)l- 
Important. They should be taught that with- 
Out constant attention, no genuine progress 
can be made, and no real excellence can be 
attained. ig | child ought to know how to 
be attentive. Major Slaton was exceedingly 
earnest, and his words impressed deeply all 
whoheard them. Hus hearers were certainly 
attentive. 

Mr. W. A Hemphill was uested to make 
an address and he responded in his usual 
pleasant manner. His talk was directed es- 
pecially to the teachers, and he gave them 
plenty of good advice. They showed the 
Closest attention and drank in his words of 
wisdom. It was the opinion of Major Slaton, 
Captain Bray, Mr. Mayer and others that this 
address has never been equalled at any of the 
school meviings. Mr. Hemphill told the 
teachors how important it was for them to 
practice cconomy. He advised them to sare 
@ part of their salary, no matter how 
small, and put # where it would bring 
anterest. ‘‘There is nothing like per centage,’ 
aid Mr. Homphill. ‘You invest your money 
and it works for you while you sleep. It never 
ceases to work, night or day, Sunday as wellas 
weok days. When I was teaching school fora 
living my salary was not large, yet I managed 
always to save a part of it every month, invest- 
ing it as I fot an opportunity. I had to prac- 
tice self-denial in order to save, but 
X cultivated a habit of  frugal- 
ity and after awhile it was easier 
for me to put by a part of my earnings. And 

me counsel you to have faith in Atlanta as 
I have had faithin it. Il always felt that the 

t investment I could make was buying real 
estate in Atlanta. And let me tell you that I 
have made most of my money in this way. I 
have bought pieces of land and have sold them 
a few years later for ten times as much as they 
cost me. Ihave unlimited confidence in the 
permanency of Atlanta’s prosperity. You 
teachers invest your savings in land in At- 
lanta, and you, too, will see the fruits of your 
investments. The teacher ought to inculcate 
ae tia and practice it.’’ Mr. Hemphill was 
oudly applauded. 

Mr. David Mayer followed in the same line. 
He told of the value cf economy. and insistcd 
that every teacher should strive to save a part 
of the salary he or she received. The ladies 
a5 well as the men ought to practice the virtue 
of economy. Mr. Mayer instanced cases where 
small savings had accumulated and grown 
into large sums. His remarks were well re- 
ceived. 

Captain Bray made a brilliant speech, his 
text being “Pluck and Tenacity.” He praised 
the teachers around him. He said that next 
to preaching the gospel teaching the youth was 
the noblest vocation any man could foliow. 
He said that Atlanta was pecalarty fortunate 
in having so many able and faithful teachers, 
The school system could not be surpassed any. 


Weatherboarding, 


— 
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where, and he thought the teachers were equal 
to those inany other city. He had noticed 
that many teachers in starting out 
exhibited a timidity and hesitancy, born of 
modesty. These teachers were hastily ad- 
judged to lack grit. The judgment was 
hasty, for many of them as they gained confi- 
dence were enabled to put forth efforts of gen- 
uine ability. The teacher ought to be full of 
pluck and tenacity; full of ambition and high 
resolve. He should not allow obstacles to 
check his progress; should not weaken when 
coulibenaall with nexatious hindrances; should 
not lose hope or courage. The moral teacher 
possesses what Sam Jones|characterizes as the 
‘git there’ quality. Captain Bray spoke at 
considerable length and made a good influence 
upon all. 

Colonel Blanchard made a short talk full of 
good advice. He expressed his satisfaction 
with the management of the public schools of 
Atlanta. 

Professor E. G. Moore, principal of the Fair 
street school, read a paper of great merit. He 
spoke in general terms of the utility of knowl- 
edge, and made an earnest plea for the classics. 
He deprecated the efforts of Uarlyle and other 
utilitarians who had sought to discourage the 
study of the classiés. Professor Moore’s paper 
was listened to by all with the closest atten- 
tion. 

Professor Slaton pronounced it the ablest pa- 
per ever read before the school teachers, and 
the members of the school board concurred 
with him. On motion of Professor W. M. Sla- 
ton, the thanks of the teachers were given 
Professor Moore for his able paper. 

The esgay read by Miss Eva Prather was 
pronounced excellent. 

The other exercises were of a very pleasing 
character. 

The meeting adjourned, and Supcrinten- 
dent Slaton went into the basement and pre- 
sided over the colored teachers’ meeting. The 
exercises were of much interest. Several pa- 
pers were read and discussed by the teachers. 

Superintendent Slaton made ashort address. 
He praised the teachers for their faithful and 
efficient work. 

In conversation with a reporter Superintend- 
ent Slaton said: “The two meetings today— 
the one of white teachers and the other of col- 
ored teachers—was the best we have ever had. 
It really did my heart good to see how 
deep! absor were the teach- 
ers in the work. They are, with- 
out exception, conscientious and capable, 
and Iam highly pleased with the way they 
are conducting the schools. Thus far this 
month not one complaint has been heard. The 
schools are in better condition now than ever 
before. The machinery is working to a charnt. 
I asoribe this phenomenal success not to any 
ability I possess, but to the tireless efforts and 
Sagacity of those teachers who are employed 
in our public schools.”

DID NOT KILL THEM. 


This Time-the Artesian Water is 
Soll Might. 


MILLIGNS OF FISH IN ATLANTA. 


They Will Be Distributed Among Georgia 
Streams— More to Come. 


The special car of the Unted States fish com- 
mission, just from Washington, D. C., ar- 
Yivedin Atlanta yesterday at 12 m., and is 
now located on the south sideof the tracks 
at the Forsyth street crossing. The car is 
managed by Captain Dunnington with Mr. W. 
F. Page as the scientific expert in charge. 

The car is a model of comfort and isa per- 
fect piecé of mechanism. The fish eggs, 
3,000,180 in number according to the Smith- 
sonian scalé, were brought from Havre De 
Gras, Md., and the Central station, Washing- 
ton, D.C. They are pressed out of the female 
shad before death. 

In the process of hatching, these eggs aro 
surrounded bya globular shaped mass appar- 
ently empty otherwise, and aoe constantly 
kept in motion in circular glass jars holding 


‘two gallons of water. This is pumped to them 


ordinarily, but here they have no need of 
wen appliances as artesian well water is 
used, 

The water is kept from 58 to[68 degrees, but 
the most preferable is 52 degrees, and runs 
through the jars at the rate of two thirds ofa 
gallon per minute. Agreater speed would be 
detrimental. A‘perfect net work of hoseds 
utilized to regulate the flow of water so thata 
sufficient qnantity of nutritious matter may 
bé injected.

experts do not agree -as to the exact 
causes of this wholesale slaughter. ‘‘It may 
have been the lime, magnesia and iron, and it 
may not,’’ said Captain Dunnington. ‘‘Here 
ig something which, I think argues against 
all that, however. Here isa jar full of arte- 
sian water in which there are thousands of 
live shad, which haye .been.in the water for 
sixty hours, It doesn’t look as if that was 
very disastrous.” . 

Fearful that the water here wonld.kill the 
eggs and fish, atraugements were made to take 
Ge water at Angusta. The officers in charge 

ecided, however, to give this water another 
trial. This was done yesterday. 

After the water had been changed and the 
result had been watched, Professor Pope said: 
» “It is safe to say that 95 per cent of all the 
eggs we have will hatch. This. of course, is 
barring all great accidents,’ 

“The amount of time required to hatch out 
this species of fish—the shad—is eight days. 
The time varies With the kind of fish, with the 
humidity of the atmosphere surrounding them 
an@ with the’ téniperature of the water and 
the ovum. Fish eggs have a quantity of for- 
éign matter attached to them when first 
pressed from the impregnated fish, and are 
oe on special trays covered with soft cloth. 

ere they are thoroughly cleansed before they 
reach the jars. The managers of car No. 3 
have recently tried the artesian water in every 
way, but all efforts proved futile. in getting a 
hatch. If we fail to obtaina fine hatch thi 
pee it is good-bye to Georgia for artificia 

sh.’ 

‘‘Where do these fish go?’’ 

“We will place about one and one-half mill- 
ion in the Chattahoochee, five hundred thou- 
sand in the Warrior river at Tuscaloosa. Ala., 
and the residue will go into the Coosa at 
Rome, Ga. It may be interesting to know just 
how these eggs are counted. Well, one quart 
holds twenty-eight thousand eggs, and a fine 
graduated stick is inserted into the measure 
to ascertain the exact number. The number 
of fish decrease in direct proportion to the dis- 
tance from the top of the measure.”’

A Sketch Which Shows the 
Progress of 


THE NEGRO IN LITERATURE. 


The Autobiography of a Well- 
Known Character Reviewed. 


The much-talked of negro problem has been 
aired and re-aired until the ‘‘colored brother . 
has been cussed and discussed in all the differ- 


ent phases of life. 

Of the negro in politics volumes have been 
written. The negro in the pulpit, on the ros- 
trum, in business—all have been the subjects 
of many heayy editorials. 

The negro in literature has been ignored. 

There are several Atlanta newspapers which 
are published by colored men. They deal 
mainly with politics and with the “doings of 
colered society.’”’ They vary in excellence and 
one of the best is the Defiance. 

The Defiance owes this special mention to 
the publication in its columns of a rather re- 
markable specimen of literature—a sketch 
which tends to show the rapid strides which 
the negro is taking in literature. 

It is an article on 

MAJOR SMITH W. EASLEY, JR. 

The ‘“‘major’’ is one of the striking charac- 
ters in local politics. He is unique and when- 
evel there isa point to be gained for himself, 
there are ‘‘no flies on the major.”’ 

The major, as has been stated, was the sub- 
ject of the sketch now under consideration. 

It seems that Rev. E. R. Carter, of Friend- 
ship Baptist church, has published, under the 
title of “Our Pulpit LIliustrated,”’ sketches of 
preachers and others prominent among col- 
ored Baptists. This work is taken as the sub- 
ject for a sketch [by a contributor to the Defi- 
ance who signs his name ‘‘Nat Turner.”’ 

NAT TURNER’S SKETCH 
is quite a long one, but it is worth reading. He 
begins: 

The book contains short sketches ofthe lives of 
fiity-eight different men ofthe negro race; for the 
greater part ministeis. There are, however, 
sketches of teachers, business men and mechanics. 
One sketch, however defies the rules of classi:ica- 
tion and grouping—that of Major Smith W. Easly,Jr. 
It isdifiicult to assign the major to any paiticular 
class. For you have no sooner given him one class- 
ification than your sense of propriety and your 
knowledge of the man informs you that he belongs 
toanother. Place him elsewhere and you feel con- 
fident that you have blundered. Wearied by vari- 
ous unsuccessful classifications and combinations 
you finally assign him a place in the niche of Othel- 
lo. for like that doughty warrior he has no occupa- 
tion, or if he ever bad one it is gone—*‘Othello’s uc- 
cupation is gone.” 

IS IT AUTOBIOGRAPHY ? 

But the classification amounts to little in 
the mind of ‘‘Nat Turner,’’ who goes on to 
Say: : 

But notwithstanding the aforesaid difficulty of 
classification you will find t:is sketch the most 
readable. a and mirth-provoking in the 
whole range of series of biographical literature. 
The major bimself wrote the sketch. So that,while 
it goes for biography, it is really autobiography in 
the third person. The major was evidently im one 
of his happiest moods while producing this chi.d of 
the fancy. 

Kind reader, you are eager for some extracts, and 
you shall have them. There has always been great 
mystery connected with the pretixes and suffixes that 
besiege the |plebean name of Smith Easley. Heex- 
plains the origin of these festooneries; but unfor- 
tunately his explanation only add mystery unto 
mys:ery.

issippi, a at Camden, where the major was 
born, on the eighth day of August, 1855, 

: THE MAJOR’S BIRTH. 

Now, if this sentence means auything, is means 
that the major was born in Mississippi at least tive 
years before they left Georgia. Imagine, if you can, 
the surprise of Mr. and Mrs, Easiey, Sr., at being 
weicomed to Camden by a five-year-old scion whom 
they had never before seen! The major must have 
laughed outr:'ghtashe penned that sentence. It 
would be a good thing for him to keep away from 
the proprietors of dime museums. Now, compare 
the two extracts, and you will see that he was chris- 
tened just fourtcen years after his anomalous birth 
in Missisippi. Likethe planet Uranus that remaiued 
nameless until Herschel’s glass discovered it in its 
far away orbit, he was a long time in getting a 
names, but when he did yet one it was a good one. 

When you look at the cuts in “our Pulpits ILus- 
trated’ you will not see Major Easley'’s among them. 
How is that? Read this and you. will be ready to 
understood how itis: “He is worth about £8.000.”’ 
Of course, its nobody’s business, whether the tax 
books will corroborate this statement or not, the fact 
remains that, it the major had paid four dollars for 
acut, he could haye reported total assets to the 
amount of §2,996. Now you see, don’t you?

In speaking of his 
literary and intellectual attainments, and bis per- 
sonal traits. the major says: ‘‘He had the rare privi- 
lege of reading two|papers before theSumner Literary 
and Historical societ f Augusta, Ga. He is devot- 
ed toliterary work nd is fast making his way 
among the first men Of the country. He Is a fine and 
persuasive orator and fine reasoner. He is plain, 
practical and unassuming, but pointed and positive,” 
It is not generally known that reading a paper be- 
fore that society in Augusiaisan ecyent worthy. of 
mention in aman'slite. If that be true, the Atlan- 
ta Literary society had better go into the manufac- 
ture of famous men. 

THE MAJOR’S GRAMMAR. 

If Douglass, or Williams, or T. Thomas Fortune 
should read the majors “April Legend,” they 
would doubt that. ‘he is a devoted literar work,” 
unless the-work of doctoring his wind-broken gram- 
mar and his spavined rhetoric. As to his oratory 
and reasoning powers, it is useless to say anything 
except that they are -very fine instead of iine. simple: 

THE MAJUR’S WIT. 

Of course all who are acquainted with the bub- 
bling wit and genial) humor of the major, know that 
his biography as written by himeelf is a Luge joke 
in the guise of serious soberness, 

The major’s wit is of that rare and exceptional 
kind, that requires study and reflection to pene- 
trate it; but when you once master it, the fun richly 
comyensates the labor. Bill Arp, Uncle Remus and 
Betsy Hamilton have a foeman worthy of their steel 
in this sunny wit of Ethiopia.. Let it be distinctly 
understood that Major Easley has a distinctive oric- 
inality which consistsin writing a humorons biog- 
raphy of himse'f. Ah, major, yon have done sor- 
rowing humanity a valuable service. In its hour of 
deepest despondency it has but to read your memvir 
and laugh itself into a good humor again. :
